A 
no  tuber  of  Boston  a  progressive  ott  Iren* 
were  reported  as  prem-m  at  the  meeting, 
and  the  writer  of  "special  correspond 
eoce"  was  there  "by  the  oourfeev  of  the 
president.  Mr.  Edward  D.  Mead.  '  At 
is  customary  at  sneb  meetings,  there 
was  a  free  diacuae  Lou  of  the  topic  follow¬ 
ing  the  apfwch  Of  the  eveniug.  and  tt 
was  in  the  reference  to  this  iwart  of  the 
proceedings  ihst  I  found  what  made  me 
hilarious.  With  ethers  mentioned  an  tak 
lug  part  In  the  discussion  was  "a  Mr. 
McNeill,  an  uncompromising  socialist, 
or  anarchist,  or  whatever  strong  name 
would  deacTibe  him."  My  auction 
waa  riveted,  for  whilf  be  was  uat  de¬ 
scribed.  at  least  as  I  know  him.  I  felt 
sure  Lilian  Whiting  was  writing  about 
George  E.  McNeill,  the  "Neator  of  the 
labor  movement."  He  lives  in  8'*ton. 
he  always  turns  np  when  there  is  any¬ 
thing  relating  to  labor  going  on  within 
his  reach,  and  be  has  been  for  years  as 
aociated  wl»h  the  ciub  agitation  of  the 
labor  question  In  Boston. 

••lt‘a  Georg*, ' '  I  said  at  once,  nDd 
then  I  rend  his  quoted  remark  which 
was  so  connected  with  the  above  descrip¬ 
tion  of  "a  Mr  McNeill"  that  I  con¬ 
cluded  it  was  responsible  for  that  de¬ 
scription:  "Some  .me  hbd  said — 1  ant 
not  sure  that  it  was  not  Colonel  Wrght 
that  both  the  laborer  and  the 
capitalist  must  coucedte  something.  Mr. 
McNeill  strongly  opp«s»ed  that.  ‘The  la¬ 
borer  has  nothing  to  concede, '  bo  assert¬ 
ed.  ’He  has  been  robbed.  He  has  noth¬ 
ing  left.  ’  There  waa  a  touching  put  boa 
In  the  old  man’s  anost  violent  utter¬ 
ances.  "  Of  course  it  was  George.  He 
husu't  been  a  young  man  for  several 
years,  and  any  one  who  has  heurd  him 
talk  from  hla  heart  of  labor’s  wrong* 
knows  something  of  tbal  "pathos. " 
Jnst  why  he  should  be  called  an  an¬ 
archist  or  any  other  ’* strong  uame"  for 
accurately  describing  the  laborer’s  con¬ 
dition  is  not  perfectly  clear.  Bnt  of 
course  I  am  accustomed  lo  such  displays 
of  ignorance,  bias  or  malice,  "or  what¬ 
ever  strong  word  will  describe  it,"  in 
oor  "great  newspapers,"  and  I  jnst 
smiled  once  and  read  further. 

"Lilian"  must  have  a  real  tender 
spot  in  her  (or  his)  heart,  and  George 
touched  that  spot,  for  in  what  I  am  go¬ 
ing  to  quota  you  frill  notice  exceeding 
great  tenderness  for  the  deluded,*  igno¬ 
rant  old  man : 

"He  was  not  altogether  right  or  just 
In  his  belief,  but  his  feeling  was  so 
warm  and  so  full  of  human  tenderness 
that  there  could  be  no  association  of  the 
fanatic  with  even  a  distorted  view  ex¬ 
pressed.  The  contrast  between  this  old 
man,  with  defective  education,  with  his 
lacl^of  familiarity  with  the  atmosphere 
of  liberal  culture  which  so  essentially 
characterized  the  gathering,  and  Colo¬ 
nel  Wright,  the  polished  scholar  and 
gentleman,  with  his  easy  habit  of  con¬ 
tact  with  the  best  that  has  been  thought 
and  said  in  the  world,  waa  striking.  " 
After  80  years  of  public  life,  during 
which  his  education }  has  had  to  stand 
the  severest  tests,  as  'author  of  widely 
read  papers  and  as  lecturer  upon  a  thou¬ 
sand  platforms,  it  Vemained  for  a  gush¬ 
ing  "special  correspondent  ”  to  discover 
that  George  McNeill  Is  "an  old  man 
with  a  defective  education.  ”  "Lilian," 
airy,  fairy  "Likan,,*come  down  off  the 
limb.  Mr.  Wright,  "the  polished  schol¬ 
ar,"  oould  have  given  you  a  quiet  tip 
on  George  McNeill’s  education.  The 
colonel,  when  labor  commissioner  of 
Massachusetts,  got  some  of  his  "polish" 
by  robbing  np  against  McNeill,  who 

Jr  as  the  first  deputy  of  that  bureau  be¬ 
ar*  the  colonel  got  his  eye  on  the  job. 
And  as  for  culture,  did  George  is  full  of 
It — the  real  thing.  He  ought  to  have  a 
fair  stock  of  whst  "Lilian"  evidently 
takes  for  the  genuine  article,  for  he  has 
been  attending  for  many  years  meetings 
of  the  kind  which  the  "special  corre¬ 
spondent"  got  into  only  by  "special 
oourteey. '  * 

It  Is  anch  stnff  as  The  Inter  Ocean’s 
Boston  correspondent  writes  that  aids 
In  deceiving  the  publio  regarding  the 
labor  movement. *  "Ob,  well,  some  of 
the  leaders  are  good  men  and  mean 
well,  but  they  are  uneducated  (conse¬ 
quently  ignorant),  and  these  qnestious 
dull  for  intelligence.  "  I  have  beard  the 
remark  a  thousand  and  one  rimes,  and 
I  have  no  doubt  many  readers  of  The 
Inter  Ocean  repeated  it  when  they  read 
that  Boston  correspondence.

Canadian  Labor  Competition. 

Tbe  report  of  the  immigration  inves¬ 
tigation  commission  appointed  by  Secre¬ 
tary  Carlisle  on  June  IS,  1894,  bas  been 
published.  The  chapter  on  Canadian 
migratory  laborer*  says  : 

“At  ]«u»t  100,000  persons  come  into 
tbe  United  Htatee  annually  from  these 
eections,  and  folly  50  per  cent  of  them 
return  to  their  homes  at  the  end  of  tbe 
working  season  or  at  the  time  when 
they  have  accumulated  a  certain  sum  of 
money.  And  this  100,000,  be  it  under¬ 
stood,  does  not  include  tboee  who  come 
daily  into  the  cities  of  Buffalo  and  De¬ 
troit  and  other  border  towns  and  cities 
Or  tbe  seu men  upon  the  great  lake*.  In 
some  cities  and  towns,  notably  Detroit- 
and  Buffalo,  they  send  their  laundry* 
over  tbe  border,  nnd  those  who  coma 
ami  go  daily  bring  tbeir  dinners  with 
them.  Dome  even  make  it  a  boast  that 
they  do  not  spend  a  penny  in  the 
States. " 

Tbe  commission  advisee,  in  view  of 
the  injnry  done  to  American  labor  by 
Canada  migratory  laborers,  that  con* 
grass  provide  a  law  regulating  Immigra¬ 
tion  into  the  United  States  from  cou- 
tignoos  foreign  countries  by  watdr  at 
laud  in  such  a  manner  as  to  protect  our 
own  workmen  from  the  importation  of 
transient  cheap  labor  across  our  frontier. 

New  York  Bakeehope. 

In  speaking  of  his  experience  wbilf 
investigating  the  New  York  bakeehop* 
under  orders  of  tbe  senate  committee  o* 
public  health.  Assistant  Factory  Inspect 
or  John  Franey  said : 

"At  one  bakeabop  in  Hester  street  I 
found  tbe  men  working  10  hours  a  day 
during  5  days  of  the  week,  and  ok 
Thursday  nights  24  hours,  making  t 
total  of  104  boors  a  week.  In  this  sam* 
shop  a  mattress  was  laid  on  the  barreli 
of  flour  and  used  as  a  bed  by  one  of  tbfe 
employees.  At  another  oa  Hudson  ftxedt 
the  sewer  pipes  leaked  into  the  bakd- 
room,  and  I  really  saw  tbeconteutslflo^- 
tng  int*  the  ferment  tab,  which  o**taii*B 
tbe  yeast  used  in  the  production  of  the 
bread.  Another  one  on  Colnmbns  avenfle 
was  full  of  all  kinds  of  dirt  and  rubbish, 
and  tbe  sidewalls  and  ceilings ajfpeardd 
never  to  have  been  cleaned  oar  litfle 
washed. 

"The  public  can  have  no  idea  of  the 
filth  and  dirt  that  are  to  be  found  in  the*e 
bakesbops.  Many  of  the  employees  ate 
diseased,  while  dogs,  rats  and  dirty 
children  mnke  the  dough  vats  their  play¬ 
ground.  The  new  bill,  if  it  become*  ‘a 
law,  will  put  in  the  hands  of  this  de¬ 
partment  a  method  to  force  the  operators 
of  these  deus  to  conduct  their  placesk>n 
a  better  basis,  and  convictions  will  be 
rendered  possible.  At  present  the  bakto- 
sbops  are  the  greatest  scarce  of  dangter 
to  tbe  public  health  that  we  have.  " 

To  Restrict  Immlcrmtton. 

There  are  now  about  20  bills  pending 
before  tbe  bouse  committee  on  Immigra¬ 
tion.  The  bill  of  Congressman  Johukon 
df  California,  which  favors  total  ifro- 
hibition  of  immigration,  bas  few  sup¬ 
porters  in  the  committee.  Tbe  one  which 
it  Is  said  meets  with  most  favor  1*  a 
measure  which  was  introduced  by  Ctyn- 
gresagian  McCall  of  Massachusetts  and 
which  is  fostered  by  the  Immigration 
Restriction  league.  This  bill  provides 
tor  an  educational  qualification.  No  im¬ 
migrants  are  to  be  allowed  to  land  Who 
cannot  read  and  write  and  furnish  such 
evidence  of  previous  good  character  as 
shall  be  deemed  satisfactory.  The  statis¬ 
tics  show  that  58  per  cent  of  the  immi¬ 
grants  who  seek  homes  in  tbe  United 
States  are  entirely  illiterate,  and  their 
Illiteracy  is  deemed  a  menace  to  Ameri¬ 
can  institutions.  Tbe  Immigration  Re¬ 
striction  league  will  make  a  strong  fight 
tor  this  bill.

Great  Britain’s  Friendliness. 

It  is  tbe  universal  supposition  that 
Queen  Victoria  has  nothing  to  do  with 
tbe  construction  of  the  so  called  speech 
from  the  throne  at  tbe  opening  at  par¬ 
liament.  But  tbe  present  speech  bean 
marks  of  having  had  more  at  her  im¬ 
press  on  it  than  the  mere  assenting  to 
its  content*.  How  else  can  Its  moderate 
and  pacific  tone,  and  especially  its  con¬ 
ciliatory  attitude  toward  tbe  United 
States,  be  accounted  for?  It  Is  known 
that  Ibe  Salisbury  party, with  the  prime 
minister  at  its  bead,  is  the  rampant 
jingo  party  of  Great  Britain,  and  al¬ 
ways  bas  been.  If  left  to  themselves  it 
is  doubtfnl  if  the  Conservatives,  eveu 
in  presence  of  ware  loud*  on  tbe  British 
horizon,  would  assume  a  mlicitously 
friendly  attitude  toward  any  nation, 
particularly  the  United  States.  Tbe 
Tories  at  England  have  not  yet  forgot¬ 
ten  tbe  American  Revolution.  What  is 
more,  they  have  not  forgotten  that 
America  has  always  welcomed  those 
Irishmen  whom  the  Tories  of  Great 
Britain  pursue  with  bitter  hatred. 

No.  It  is  plain  that  some  force  most 
have  been  behind  Salisbury  to  induce 
him  to  expreos  a  desire  that  the  Vene¬ 
zuelan  matter  be  settled  by  arbitration. 
That  force  is  undoubtedly  tbe  queer 
herself.  She  on  her  part  bas  never  for¬ 
gotten  that  her  husband.  Prince  Albert, 
was  always  the  friend  of  America.  Fol¬ 
lowing  bis  lead  she  intervened  person¬ 
ally  daring  onr  civil  war  to  prevent  the 
recognition  of  tbe  southern  Confederacy. 
There  la  a  moral  certainty  that  she  baa 
intervened  again  in  the  interests  of  the 
preservation  of  peace  among  tbe  nations 
and  of  ooutinned  friendly  relations  be¬ 
tween  England  and  the  United 


Another  Pan- American  Congress. 

Modestly  and  with  no  noise  At  all  a 
movement  bas  been  inaugurated  by  the 
republic  of  Ecuador  that  if  properly  di¬ 
rected  will  be  tbe  most  useful  and  im¬ 
portant  step  an  American  republic  bas 
taken  in  many  a  day.  This  movement 
iB  in  exact  line  with  tbe  favorite  pnblio 
policy  of  James  G.  Blaine  in  his  lab 
year*. 

The  call  of  tbe  republio  of  Ecuador 
for  a  great  congress  of  tbe  republics  of 
all  the  America* — North,  Central  and 
South — to  meet  in  the  City  of  Mexioo 
Aug.  10  ought  to  be  universally 
sponded  to.  It  is  quite  as  much  to  the 
interest  of  the  United  States  to  foster  a 
feeling  ofc  brotherhood  and  oo- ope  ration 
among  the  American  re  publics  as  it  is 
to  the  interest  of  tbe  least  of  these. 
America  must  be  run  for  Americans  first 
of  all — Americana  north  and  sooth  and 
all  over.  At  the  pan-American  conven¬ 
tion,  first,  the  Monroe  doctrine,  as  un¬ 
derstood  today,  should  be  fully  formu¬ 
lated  and  accepted  by  every  republio. 
Then  the  differences  that  exist  between 
some  of  tbe  Latin  American  republic* 
should  be  gone  into  and  permanently 
settled  by  peaceful  arbitration.  Next, 
tsnres  looking  to  tbe  oo-opermtioa 
with  one  another  in  all  matters  of  trade 
and  commerce  should  be  recommended, 
measures  directed  to.  increasing  tbe  ma¬ 
terial  prosperity  and  industrial  develop- 
Jt  of  the  American  republio*  to  tbeir 
mutual  advantage. 

In  tbe  words  of  the  Ecuadorean  cir¬ 
cular,  "By  so  doing  greater  respecta¬ 
bility  shall  be  acquired,  conflicts  shall 
be  avoided,  and  tbe  peace  between  our 
republics  and  tbe  other  nations  of  tbe 
world  shall  be  assured.  ’ ' 


General  Duffield,  superintendent  of 
the  United  States  coast  and  geodetio 
survey,  is  tbe  representative  of  this 
country  on  tbe  joint  British  and  Ameri¬ 
can  Alaskan  boundary  commission. 
From  July.  1892,  till  Deo.  81,  1896,  the 
joint  commission  has  been  at  work.  It 
has  labored  faithfully  and  patiently  and 
tbe  reeu  Its  of  its  work  will  soon  be  before 
tbe  people.  Tbe  commissioners  have 
worked  harmoniously  together  and  the 
result  of  tbeir  labors  must  be  taken  as 
final  and  accepted  by  both  countries.  It 
has  been  ascertained  that  one  effect  of 
the  survey  will  be  to  give  Mount  St 
Elias  to  Canada  On  the  other  band,  the 
most  valuable  of  the  Y  ukaa  gold  dig¬ 
gings  will  be  banded  over  to  this  coun¬ 
try.  Tbe  present  survey  finds  there  is  no 
such  chain  of  mountains  along  tbe  coast 
between  Alaska  and  the  British  posses¬ 
sions  as  Vancouver  believed  to  exist  and 
which  was  made  tbe  basis  for  tbe  bound¬ 
ary  line  between  Great  Britain  and 
Russia  In  1825.  The  one  hundred  and 
forty-first  meridian  of  longitude  is  the 
dividing  line  between  Canada  and 
Alaska.
